Engineering  Two  Thousand  Years  Ago. 


Pi  rbnps  some  of  the  burnt  remarkable  re¬ 
mains  of  ancient  engineering  are  thoso  which 
were  discovered  by  excavations  made  some 
ten  or  twelve  years  since,  a  short  distance 
from  Koine,  ami  near  tln»  ruins  of  the  ancient 
city  of  Alatri.  This  city  was  surrounded  by 
massive  walls,  aud  located  on  a  mountain  ,  or 
elevated  point,  and  ill  provided  with  water. 
About  150  years  before!  Christ,  us  we  learn 
from  a  Roman  inscription,  an  immense 
aqueduct  was  built  to  bring  water  from  a 
neighboring  mountain  better  supplied  with 
that  element.  We  are  furthermore  told  that 
this  aqueduct  wiu  340  feet  high,  supported 
upon  arches  and  provided  with  strong  pipes. 
The  topography  of  the  country,  moreover, 
asoures  us  that  the  water  supply  could  not 
have  been  conducted  irito  the  city,  even  over 
such  high  supports,  except  by  pipes — an  in¬ 
verted  siphon — tho  lowest  point  of  wlrjch 
must  have  been  some  340  feet  below  the 
[mint  of  delivery,  or  under  a  pressure  of  at 
least  ten  atmospheres  150  lbs.  per  square 
inch  j 

The  excavation  already  alluded  to  shows 
that  the  aqueduct  must  have  been  of  large 
siz-»,  as  the  piers  of  the  arches  are  not  less 
then  5  feet  9  inches  in  breadth,  while  the  to¬ 
tal  length  of  the  siphon  must  have  been  be¬ 
tween  four  and  five  miles.  Tho  question 
naturally  arises  :  How,  and  of  what  material, 
was  this  syphon  built?  As-  iron  pipes  of 
large  dimensions,  if  of  any  dimensions  at  all, 
were  not  known  at  that  era,  we  can  look  on¬ 
ly  to  masonry  or  woodwork  for  the  material 
of  such  construction.  Possibly  a  clue  has 
been  found  to  the  mode  of  their  construction 
by  a  subsequent  discovery,  Juear  tho  same 
locality,  of  a  field,  supposed  to  have  been 
the  site  of  an  ancient  parade  ground  near 
this  once  walled  city  of  Alatri.  A  complete 
system  of  underground  drainage  has  been 
revealed  , at  a  depth  of  about  7  feet  below  tho 
surface  of  the  field,  effected  by  a  well  con¬ 
structed  system  of  pipes  made  of  fire  clay, 
each  about  18  inches  in  diameter.  It  is  pos¬ 
sible  that  such  a  pipe,  di  larger  dimensions, 
and  strengthened  on  its  exterior  by  a  strong 
and  massive  bulwark  of  masoury,  may  have 
been  the  means  of  conyeying  the  watar  into 
the  city.  But  however  that  end  might  have 
been  attained,  the  work  was  certainly  a  most 
wonderful  feat  of  engineering,  considering 
the  condition  of  the  mechanic  arts  of  that 
early  day.  The  excavations  and  discoveries 
thus  brought  to  light,  And  so  fully  confirm¬ 
ing  the  truth  of  the  ancient  inscription,  were 
conducted  by  order  of  tihe  present  Pope,  and 
under  tin*  immediate  supervision  of  tho  well 
known  Italian  scientist,  Father  Secchi. — 
Iron. 
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Doing  Much. — Dr.  Hall,  iu  the  Septem¬ 
ber  issue  of  his  Jounuil  of  Health — a  most 
excellent  family  magazine,  by  th©  way — 
truthfully  says  that  inaiiy  persona  seem  to 
be  always  in  a  hurry,  and  yet  never  accom¬ 
plish  much  ;  others  never  to  bo  hurried,  and 
yet  do  a  great  deal.

Some  begin  a  thing  and  leave  it  par¬ 
tially  completed,  and  hurry  off  to  something 
else.  A  better  plan  is  to  complete  what¬ 
ever  you  undertake  before  you  leave  it,  and 
be  thorough  in  every  tiling  ;  it  is  the  going 
back  from  one  thing  to  another  that  wastes 
valuable  time.  Deliberate  workers  are  those 
who  accomplish  the  most  work  in  a  given 
time,  and  are  less  tired  at  tho  end  of  the 
day  than  many  who  have  not  accomplished 
half  as  much  ;  the  hurried  worker  has  often 
to  do  his  work  twice  over,  and  even  then  it 
is  seldom  done  in  the  best  manner,  either 
as  to  neatness  or  durability.  It  is  the  de¬ 
liberate  and  measured  expenditure  of 
strength  which  invigorates  the  constitution 
and  builds  up  the  health  ;  multitudes  of 
firemen  have  found  an  early  death,  while 
the  plow  boy  lives  healthily  and  lives  long, 
going  down  his  grave  beyond  throe  score 
and  ten. 


Robinson  Crusoe's  Island. 

Crusoe’s  island  is  to  day  a  little  paradise. 
Lord  planted  there,  on  one  of  his  voyages> 
apples,  peaches,  grapes,  plums,  strawber¬ 
ries  and  several  kinds  of  vegetables.  The 
number  of  the  latter  was  increased  by  a 
Scotchman,  David  Douglass,  who  landed  on 
the  island  in  1825.  He  was  not  a  little  as¬ 
tonished  to  find  a  lmruiit  there,  who  had 
been  on  the  isle  five  years.  On  the  second 
day  he  was  not  a  little  surprised  to  see  a 
man  suddenly  emerge  from  a  clump  of 
bashes  and  approach  him  He  looked  upon 
himself  as  Crusoe’s  successor,  although  he 
did  not  occupy  tho  historical  #ave,  having 
built  himself  a  hut  of  sto  nes  and  sods,  roof 
ing  it  with  the  straw  of  wild  oats.  As 
cooking  utensils  he  possessed  only  a  single 
iron  pot,  tho  bottom  of  which,  one  unfor- 
unate  day,  h  ui  fallen  o  ut.  This  damage  he 
however,  had  tho  ingenuity  to  repair 
with  a  wooden  bo  ttom;  but  now  he  was  com¬ 
pelled  to  place  his  pot  in  the  f^ound  and 
build  a  fire  around  it.  This  man ’s  name  was 
Will  Urn  Clark,  and  he  oarae  from  London. 
He  had  a  fevA  books,  and  among  the  m  there 
was  a  copy  of  Robinson  Crusoe’s  adventures 
and  of  Cowper’s  poems  ;  he  called  Douglass’ 
attention  to  the  well-known  poem  begin¬ 
ning  : 

"  I  am  monarch  of  all  I  survey. 

My  right  there  it  none  to  dispute, "Ac. 

Nevertheless,  he  did  not  seem  to  be  happy. 
There  was  one  wish,  his  greatest,  that  he 

could  not  gratify — he  could  get  no  roast 
beef!  At  present  this  Island  is  in  the  pos¬ 
session  of  a  colony  of  Germans.  Sixty  or 
seventy  of  our  countrymen,  under  the  lead¬ 
ership  of  an  engineer  named  Robert  Wehrh- 
ahn,  settled  there  in  1803.  They  describe 
the  island  as  being  in  the  highest  degree 
salubrious  ahd  fruitful.  On  their  arrival 
they  found  large  flocks  of  goats,  about  thirty 
half-w  ild  Horses  and  some  sixty  asses.  They 
brouglit  with  them  cows,  hogs,  fowls,  farm¬ 
ing  utensils,  small  boats  and  fishing  tackle.

Proclamation  by  the  Governor. 

State  or  N.  Jersey,  Executive  Department, 

Trenton,  Oct.  13,  1874. 

Whereas,  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  March.  In  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  aud  seventy- 
ore,  tho  Legislature  of  this  State  passed  "An  Act  re¬ 
lative  to  Bribery,"  whereby  it  was  enaeted  that,  iu 
addition  to  any  punishment  then  imposed  by  statute 
or  the  common  law,  any  person  convicted  of  the  of¬ 
fenses  named  In  said  act  should  be  deprived  of  the 
right  of  suffrage  ;  that  any  corpofavtion  whose  mana¬ 
gers,  officers  aud  agents,  with  the  consent  of  said  cor¬ 
poration  should  use  its  money  or  property  for  the  un¬ 
lawful  purpose*  therein  specified,  should  forfeit  its 
charter  and  that  the  party  to  an  act  of  bribery  who 
first  complained  of  the  other  party  should  be  exempt 
from  the  pains  and  penalties  of  law  ; 

And  Whereas,  the  maintenance  of  the  purity  of  the 
elective  franchise  is  necessary  to  the  preservation 
of  a  republican  form  of  government — 

Therefore,  I,  JOF.L  PARKER,  Governor  of  the  8tate 
of  Now  Jersey,  enjoin  upon  all  officers  of  the  lav  within 
this  State  the  utmost  vigilance  in  enforcing  the  statutes 
relative  to  bribery  at  elections,  by  promptly  causing 
the  arrest  and  prosecution  of  all  who  shall  violate  the 
same  :  and  I  oxhort  all  good  citizens  to  give  their  in¬ 
fluence  aud  assistance  to  the  public  authorities  in  their 
efforts  to  maintain  the  purity  of  the  ballot.

Proposed  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

ARTICLED.
